TWENTY-SIX CORPSES 
TAKEN FROM THE WRECK 


So Far Only Eleven of the Victims 
Have Been Identified, the Others 
Being Mangled—The Con- 
ductor Disobeyed Or- 
ders. 


Peoria, Ills., November 19.—Thirty-one 
jured in a head-end collision between a 
westbound freight and a work train on 
the Big Four railroad between Mackinaw 
and Tremont at 2:45 o'clock this after- 
noon, Up to the present time, the bod-. 
les of twenty-six victims of the wreck 
have been taken from the mass of debris, 
which is piled thirty feet high on the 
tracks, while five yet remain buried un- 
der a huge pile of broken timber, twisted 
and distorted iron and steel. So far only 
eleven of the victims have been identified, 
the remaining being unrecognizable. 

All the dead and most of the injured 
were members of the work train, and 
the crews on both engines jumping in 
time to save their lives. The collision oc- 
curred in a deep cut at the beginning of 
a sharp curve, neither train being visible 
to the crew of the other until they were 
within fifty feet. The two tarins struck 
with such force that the sound was heard 
for miles around. A second after the col- 
lision the boiler of the work train explod- 
ed. with«.terrific: force, throwing heavy 
iron’ bars and splinters of wood to a dis-' 
tance Of two hundred feet.

The engi- 
neer of the work train, George Becker, 
had also received orgers to pass the 
freight at Mackinaw and was on the way 
to that station. The work train was per- 
haps five minutes late and was running 
at full speed in order to nfake up time. 

The collision was witnessed by Russell 
Noon, a farmer's boy, of |4 years of age, 
who hastened to a nearby house and te!- 
ephoned to Tremont. ‘ 

Thrown Into the Air. 

One of the last bodies recovered was 
William Bailey, of Mackinaw, who had 
been thrown 30 feet into the air and held 
in place by two steel rails which had been 
pushed up between the engine and the 
tender of the work train. 

The workmen had been engaged in jay- 
ing Tails at different points along the 
track. Brakeman J. N. Hyer, of the 
work train, was thrown 75 feet away 
from the- track and sustained a broken 
leg. 

The injured were taken to the two 
cabooses of the relief trains, where tem- 
porary hospitals were improvised, fn 
which to remove them. 

The dead men are residents of neigh- 
poring towns and the scenes-about the 
wreck this evening are beyond description. 
Wives and children of men who were 
missing thronged around, peering at the 
unrecognizable forms removed from the 
debris. Out of thirty-five men who con- 
stituted the crew of the work train, only 
four are living, and two of these are se~ 
riously injured. 

Hundred Passengers in Collision. 

New York, November 1!9.—As the re- 
sult of a rear end collision today between 
a Bay Ridge train containing about one 
hundred passengers and a train of five 
empty cars, both of which were* bound 
for Brooklyn bridge, on the Fifth avenue 
branch of the Brooklyn elevated railroad, 
two men were killed, one was fatally 
hurt and a number of others received 
severe injuries. 

The accident was due to the Bay Ridge 
train running into the empty cars. Im- 
mediately after the crash, two cars of 
each train caught fire from the electric 
connection on the L structure, Many of 
the passengers on the Bay Ridge train 
were panic-stricken, and made many af- 
tempts to escape from the cars. Some 
of them jumped to the street.

In Return Panama Cedes to the 
United States Territory 10 
Miles Wide Across Isthmus, 
With the Right to Buy 
Other Lands. 


Washington, November 19.—The Pana- 
ma commissioners, Dr. Amador and Fred- 
erico Boyd, today consulted Minister Bu- 
nau-Varilla and Frank D. Paveni, of 
New York, the legal adviser-to the le- 
gation. It is understood that they read 
over the treaty signed yesterday by Mr. 
Hay and Mr, Bunau-Varilla and discues- 
ed its terms and provisions in detail. It 
met their hearty approval. 

From various sources, 
formation in regard to the terms and 
provisions of the treaty has been 0Ob- 
tained. Under it, the United States guar- 
antees and agrees to maintain the in; 
dependence of Panama. It is understood 
that this clause wag inserted in order to 
set at rest all questions as to the re- 
cognition of Panama es an independent 
nation by the other governments. 

Panama grants to the United States 
the perpetual use and control of a zone 
of territory i0 miles wide across the 
isthmus for the canal, with the right to 
acquire by purchase or by the exercise 
of eminent domain any other lands In 
Panama wherever situated, which, in the 
judgment of the United States, 
be necessary for the construction of the 
canal, the provision for its supply of wa- 
ter and the proper sanitation of the cities 
of Panama and Colon and other terrt- 
tory ad@jacent to the cana) route. 

Within the zone of territory for the 
canal and within the limits of the other 
lands acquired by the United States. the 
United States will haye the game power 


additional iIn- 


and authority as ff the territory. .wers 


ceded to the United States, and Panama 
will cease to exercise any power and au- 
thority within that zone. 

The United States undertakes to con- 
struct modern systems of sewers and 
water works for the cities of Panama and 
Colon, and has the right to collect tolls 
for the period of fifty years in order to 
defray. the cost of their construction, 
with interest. 
the sewers and water works become the 
property of Panama and Colon. The re- 
public of Panama undertakes to compel 
the cities of Panama and Colon to comply 
with the sanitary ordinances of the 
United States, and if they fail to do 80, 
the United States has the right to enforce 
its rules and regulations in regard to 
sanitation. : 

In aadition to these general provisions 
there are many articles ofan admin- 
istrative character which provide for the 
exemption of the materials and supplies 
for the construction of the canal from 
customs duties and fof the neutrality of 
the canal and the entrances to it. 

Panama is to recéive tén million dollars 
and an annual payment of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, beginning nine 
years from the date of the treaty. 

Panama grants to the United States in 
perpetuity a monopoly of any system of 
communication across its territory by 
canal or by rallroad. 

The ports of Panama and Colon are de- 
clared free for all .time,.and the canal 
shall be neutral in perpetuity. 

The repubNc of Panama authoriges the 
new Panama Cana} Company to sell and 
transfer its rights and concessions to the 
United States, as well as the Panama 
railroad and all or part of the shares 
of that company. 

The Republic of Panama agrees, if it 
should. becOme necessary at any time 
to employ armed forces to protect the 
canal or the ships using the same or the 
railways and auxiliary works, to provide 
the necessary forces for such purpose, 
and that if it can not effectively han- 
dle the situation, the Panama govern- 
ment will allow the United States to em- 
ploy whatever force may be necessary 
for that sole purpose, the said force to 
be withdrawn when the necessity for its 
Presence has ceased; that when the cir- 
cumstances demand the United States 
may send forces to the isthmus with- 
out. the advice or consent of the Panama 
government; that no change either in the 
government or laws and treaties of the 
Republic of Panama shall, without the 
cOnsent of the United States, affect in 


any way the provisions of this treaty.

Marines from the American war ships 
have been landed and are on duty on the 
wharf. 

The peace commissioners left Savanilla 
yesterday without knowing the result of 
the conference between the peace com- 
mission from the department of Bolivar 
and the members of the junta on board 
the Mayflower. When Jeneral Reyes 
learned of the conference he said that he 
entirely dis®&pproved of the mission of 
the Bolivarians. 

There was great excitement on the ar- 
rival of the Canada. Hundreds of per- 
sons flocked to the neighborhood of the 
dock. but were prevented from reaching 
the vessel by marines who were landed 
from the United States warships as soon 
ag the Canada was sighted. The marines 
now guard the wharf. 

Reyes Refuses invitation. 

Captain Merriam, of the United States 
auxiliary crulser Dixie, tmmediately went 
aboard the Canada and conveyed to Gen- 
era] Reyes the resuit of the mission of 
the Bolivarians. He tnvited General 
Reyes and the other members of the com- 
mission to come aboard the Dixie, but 
the. general and his companions declined 
the invitation. Admiral Coghlan, who 
had just arrived from Panama, extended 
an invitation to the commissioners | to 
come aboard the Mayflower, but the ad- 
miral's invitation was also declined. 

It is understood that Gemreral Reyes 
and the other Colombian officers will 
remain on the -Cahada. until tomorrow 
evening, possibly unt!] Saturday evening, 
when they wil] leave for Port Limon, 
for which destination all had tickets. 

The commissioners sent a telegram to

| ference, there tomorrow, but the Panama-

When the Colombian generals left Bo- 
gota United States Minister Beaupre was 
getting ready for his departure for the 
United States.

Glass Drinks to Panama’s Future. 

Panama, November !9.~Two events of 
great magnitude to them cheered the 
hearts of the isthmians yesterday. The 
junta, accompanied by Ministers Morales 
and Arais, returned the official visit of 
Rear Admiral Glass on board the flag 
ship Marblehead. On boarding the 
cruiser they were received by Admiral 
Glass and the commanders of the United

Americ&m action calculated to promote’ 
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OF THE PARTY'S ATTITUDE 


While Criticising the Course of the 
Administration, They Will Do 
Nothing That Will Stand 
in Way of Construc- 
tion of Canal.

Washington, November 19.—(Special.)— 
The indications are that a majority of 
the democrats of the senate will vote 
for the ratification of the new canal 
treaty with Panaina. They will do this, 
as they explain in their informa] talks 
upon .the subject, not because of any 
desire*to indorse the action of the @ed- 
ministration toward the new republic, for 
instead of indorsing this they to a man 
condemn it; but they will vote to ratify, 
the treaty because the recognition of Pan- 
ama’s independence by other governments 
gives the new republic the right to make 
such a treaty and because the treaty 
which has been made is a very much 
better one for the United States than that 
which was made with Colombia and will 
insure the prompt construction of the 
canal, 

Treaty Will Be Ratified. 

There has been no conference or caucus 
of the minority senators as yet, and it 
may’ be premature to attempt+to say 
with any degree of positiveness what 
they will do until after such a caucus or 
conference. There is no question that 
several of the ‘democratic senators can 
be ratified without the assistance of their 
votes. These men are bitter in their 
criticism of the administration for the 
part they think it played in promoting 
the Panama revolution. They argue that 
it is the duty of democrats to vote against 
the ratification of the treaty and prevent 
its ratification, that when this is done 
it would be up to the president to follow 
the mandates of the Spooner act and’ bé- 
gin negotiations for a Nicaragua canal; 
and thet if the administration then re- 
fused to turn to the Nicaragua route, 
the responsibility for the failure to get 
a-canal wouid be upon fhe republican ad- 
ministration. That is the Nne of thein 
argument as given me by Senator Car- 
mack, who is one of the most aggressiva 
men on that side of the question today. 
The attitude of the more conservative ele- 
ment is about that stated by Senator 
Bacon in his Constitution interview of 
Wednesday. 

Senators are, as a rule, reluctant to say 
how they will vote upon the canal 
treaty until they see the treaty itself. 

Senator Bacon’s Views. 

A canvass of the situation on the demo- 
cratic side, however, seems. to indicate 
that a majority will, when the time 
comes, vote for ratification. Some sen- 
ators who told me they would do this, 
declined, however, to be quoted at this 
time. Indeed, all with whom I talked 
seem to think that they ought not to 
discuss the question until the treaty. 
reaches them. Senator Bacon was one of 
these, and thought it unnecessary to add 
to what he had said in hig previous in- 
terview, but, in response to further ine 
quiry, finally said: 

“I have mo doubt that the Republic 


of Panama, having been set up by the 
United States government, will be recog-

utterly disapprove, the method by which

Clay Wants Canal Without Dishonor, 


Senator Clay says: 


“T have always been outspoken in fa<« 
vor of the construction of an isthmian 
canal. I recognize its importance to thé 
people of the south. I voted in favor 
of Nicaragua in preference to Panama, 
but after that was defeated I vOted for 
the Panama route. I still believe it was 
the duty of the president to have pro- 
ceeded and constructed the canal on the 
Nicaragua line when he falled to secure 
the Panama route from Colombia. I can- 
not approve of any improper met 
used on our part to bring about a revo- 
lution in Colombia and to establish an 
independent government on the isththus 
of Panama. As a nation, we must be 
just and not resort to improper methods 
even to secure a canal. I shall do noth- 
ing to impede its construction but shall 
exercise every legitimate and hones? 
means to facilitate the canal. If Panam 3 
has become a nation recognized by other 
countries, carrying on the functions o 
government and offers to treat with . 
for the construction of a canal, I can sce 
no reason why we should fail to treat 
with her. In all probability, Colombia 
will even recognize the Panama govern- 
rent when other powers acknowledge her 
independence.

This is the fourth synod to take action, 
the Tennessée adversely and the Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Mississippi favoring 
removal and the establishment of a col- 
lege that will be a credit to the south, 

Louisiana Believed Favorable. 

New Orleans, La., November !9.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—The Presbyterian synod of Louls- 
iana.in conference here took up today 
the question of the transfer of the Pres- 
byterian college, at Clarksville; Tenn., 
to Atlanta. 

Rev. J. W. Walden, of Athens, chair- 
man of the committee from the Georgia 
synod, presented the case in favor of the 
removal to Atlanta in a strong speech 
ef.an hour and a half in length. The 
matter was then postponed until tomor- 
row, when it will be taken up and dis- 
cussed at length, and then it is belleved 
a decision will be reached, 

Rev. Theron Rice, of Atlanta, will open 
the discussion in a speech in favor of the 
transfer. Rev. W. McF. Alexander, of 
New Orleans, who is a director in the 
Clarksville college, will lead the opposi- 
tion. 

The Louisiana synod is divided in senti- 
ment on the subject, but with a majority, 
it is believed, in faver of the transfer to 
Atlanta.

Grimes lectured at the Methodist church 
to a large and an interested audience, 
Dr, Grimes is a returned missionary from 
Mexico, and is very conversant with the 
conditions of affairs in that country, as 
well as with the needs of the church 
there. He interspersed his talk with 
persOnal experiences which were much 
enjoyed by his appreciative hearers.

At half past 7, at the Methodist 
church, the Epwerth League held their 
annua} reunion and anniversary, They 
were addressed by Dr. Dubose, of Ten- 
nessee, who is an eloquent and enthu- 
silastic worker in this department of 
the church.

Frost, secretary of the Sunday school 
board, who among other things told of 
the intention of the board to puwbiish a 
new hymnal at an early date, containing 
many of the old-time hymns; Rev. R. J. 
Willingham; corresponding secretary of 
the foreign mission board, who told how

Chancellor Hill Heard. 

Chancellor Hill, of the University of 
Georgia, was at this juncture given the 
privileges of the floor and extended a 
hearty welcome to the messengers and an 
inyitation to visit the campus and the 
buildings of the university. On Saturday 
afternoon there will be arranged experi- 
ments in wireless telegraphy and X-Rays 
ion the campus for the benefit of all 
messengers who have not seen them. 

Chancellor Hill, during his remarks, 
took occasion to thank Dr. Landrum for 
his kind suggestion last commencement 
in this city that the Christian people of 
Georgia should furnish the money with 
which to build and equip a Young Men’s 
Christian Association building on the unj- 
versity campus. 

In the report of the executive commit- 
tee an interesting point was made in the 
recommendation that the permanent edu- 
cational fund be hereafter known as the 
Adiel Sherwood fund for ministerial edu- 
cation, in honor of the leader in the Bap- 
tist educational affairs of the state, who 
was the moving spirit in the first of all 
the Baptist institutions of the state that 
finally merged into Mercer university. 

Reports on Institutions. 

E. Y. Mallory presented the report of 
the trustees of Mércer university, which 
showed the affairs of that institution td 
be in fine condition. The report of the 
trustees of Monroe coll showed that 
$32,000 are yet to be nn al toward the 
dormitory fund for that college and the 
committee was gramted further time to 
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of more dormitory room and also an in- 
firmary for that institution was stressed 
in the report to the convention. 

The report of the committee on charter 
was that the chdrter of the convention 
and of all the institutions operating under 
the convention be so amended as to re- 
quire the funds of endowment to be 
placed in good renting rea] estate, prop- 
erly secured notes, city, county or state 
bonds, and that none should be placed in 
experimental new enterprises and that no 
officer or trustee could be a borrower or 
an indorser. % 

During the afternoon session Hon. 
Thomas G. Lawson, of Batonton, presided 
over the convention, while President 
Northen was engaged in the work of get- 
ting up the committees, for the conven- 
flon work. : 

Report on State Missions. 

The report of Rev. S. Y. Jameson, sec- 
retary of the state mission board, was 
full of interest and was received enthusi- 
astically by the convention. At its con- 
clusion, when it was announced that for 
all purposes during the year the amount 
raised had been, in round numbers, $100,- 
000, the whole convention rose to its feet 
and sang, “Praise God from whom all 
blessings flow.”’ 

Dr. Jameson reported that there was 
one church in Georgta whose contribu- 
tions to foreign missions were enough to 
take care of four missioneries; one church 
gives enough for three missionaries, two 
churches enough for two anda half 
each; three churches enough for two 
each; two churches enough for one and a 
half each, and ten churches enough for 
one each. These nineteen churches give 
over $16,000.

The negro cry has been raised by those 
who are conducting the opposition to the 
appointment, put the president has con- 
cluded that there is no ground for the 
jssue and will send to the senate the 
nomination of Wilson to succeed himseif. 

Wilson is presiding elder of: the Flor- 
ence district of the South Carolina con-

tion. Wilson served four years as post- 
' master at Florence. Hie is nearly white, 
was never a Slave and the pecullarity 
about his family that, although of 
negro blood, thes owned and worked 
slaves themselves. There {is said to be 
no objection to renomination except on

Wilson Almost White. 
The papers filed at the postoffice de- 
partment and with the president in be- 
half of Wilson’s renOmination declare that 
he js far above the ordinary in manners 
and education, and Is a good type of. the 
mest development of the negro race, that 
he has the respect and confidence of the 
people of all parties of his town and 
that, while a republican, he is not @ 
partisan and makes no scramble for office.

Federation of Labor Takes Ac- 
lion on the Miller Case, 


President Is Asked to Reexamine the 
Evidence dnd Remove Miller. 
Resolution Adopted in 
Favor of the Panama 
Canal.

Boston, November 19.—The American 
Federation of Labor disposed summarily 
of the “open shop” issue, as raised in 
the case of Willlam M. Miller, now em- 
ployed in the government printing office, 
at Washington, and the Miller case it- 
self today, by unanfmously declaring in 
favor of the union shop in government as 
well as in private enterprises, and by pe- 
titioning President Roosevelt to reexam- 
ine the evidence offered against Miller 
and if verified, remove Miller from the 
service. 

Although the resofution: adopted pre- 
sents the federation’s views on both 
“open shop” and the Miller case, the 
igsues are kept entirely distinct. The re- 
examination of the Miller case is not re- 
quested because Miller ig a nonunionist, 
a circumsance formerly urged as a rea- 
son for his removal, but because the fed- 
eration believes Miller ‘‘is totally unfit to 
be in charge of working people.” 

Resolutions were adopted favoring the 
construction of the Panama canal by 
citizens of the United States, urging that 
the Chinese exclusion act be made to 
apply In the Philippine and Hawalian is- 
lands, and favoring woman’s suffrage and 
the election of the president and United 
States senators by direct vote. 

Late in the afternoon as a substitute 
for various resolutions offered as amend- 
ments to the constitution, the committee 
on laws reported a resolution that the 
secretary be instructed to communicate 
with the secretaries: of all national and 
international unions affillated with that 
body, advising them to comply with the 
provisions of the constitution of the fed- 
eration, making !t the duty of local un- 
ions of all affiliated bodies to join char- 
tered central] labor unions and state fed- 
erations in their district. : 

A discussion, led by Delegate T.avin, of 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., followed. Mr. Lavin 
opposed the committee’s report vigorous- 
ly, and in his remarks attacked the min- 
ers Of Pennsylvania, John Mitchell was 
on his feet in a moment to reply. Mr. 
Mitchel] declared that some unions of 
miners in the anthracite coal field re- 
fused to belong to the central] labor un- 
fons, largely because of ‘“‘irrationa] and 
untruthfu] statements such as just made 
by Delegate Lavin.” “It is not fair,’’ 
saia@ Mr. Mitchell, in conclusion, ‘‘for 
Mr. Lavin to seek to stigmatize our un- 
ions.”’ 

The eubstitute reported by the commit- 
tee on the affiliation of uhions with the 
central labor body was finally adopted. 

The convention adjourned until tomor- 
row. 


RUSSIAN HEALS 
WASTED LUNGS

Discovered by Min- 
ing Engineer. 


Moscow, November’ 1!19.—Remarkable 
cures of consumption have recently been 
effected in Russia by Kisel Zagoranskl, 
formerly a mining engineer now specially 
licensed by the Russian medical depart- 
ment to practice medicine in cases of 
tuberculosis. 

Zagoranski thirty years ago was sent 
to Siberia to superintend extensive min- 
ing works. An old foreman of a mine 
there always took care of the tuberculo- 
sis cases and almost invariably cured 
them. The foreman died several years 
ago confiding his tuberculosis specific 
to Zagoranski, who continued to use it. 

Hearing a rumor that John Rockfeller, 
of the United States, had offered an im- 
mense prize for the discovery of a con- 
sumption cure he consulted American 
Consul Smith, who with his brother, be- 
gan a systematic observation of the cases 
of several patients, one being that of an 
English lady, who had been given up by 
the doctors. She submitted to Zangoran- 
ski’s treatment, which was given under 
professional medical observation. At the 
end of a week the tuberculosis and bac- 
cili in the salvia had been reduced 10 
per cent and at the end of six weeks 
the patient had gained 22 pounds and 
there was no trace of baccilll observable. 
From being unable to walk across the 
room the patient regained her normal 
strength. This occurred last spring and 
the cure appears to be permanent.

ON THE RAMPAGE 


She Invades the White House 
and Senale Gallery 


From Both Places She Is Ejected 
by the Police—Mrs. Nation Ac- 
cuses Roosevelt of Being 
in League With the 
Distillers. 


Washington, November 19.—Mrs. Carrie 
A. Nation appeared in the principal role 
of a sensational scene at the white house 
today. Her request to see the president 
being refused, she became violent and 
had to ‘be taken from the executive of- 
fice by two police officers. As she was 
being escorted from the building, she 
shouted at the fOp of her voice: 

‘*T am going to pray for a prohibition 
president and we will have one—one who 
will represent the peopie and not the dis- 
tillers and brewers. You may put me 
out of the building, but if a brewer or 
liquor dealer were here, he would have 
been admitted at once.” 

Mrs. Nation said she wanted to 
the president about several matters. 

Accuses Roosevelt of Drinking. 


“I understand he carriéad a dive full 
of liquors on his western trip; that he 
smoked cigarettes on the steps of the 
capitol at Topeka; that his tag has on 
it a coat of arms. Are these things so?’’ 

Assured that she had been misinformed, 
she replied: 

“Oh! well, I want to see him anyhow 
and have a talk with him.”’ 

Presently she was informed that the 
president could not see her. 

‘Well, that’s funny,”’ she cried out. Re- 
marking on the. number of the United 
States senators and representatives who 
were passing in and out of the president's 
offices, she continued: 

“IT see a lot of men going in and out 
of his offices. I would like to know why 
they can see the president ~and we 
mothers and sisters of the country can't 
get near him.” 

While she was waiting her turn to 
talk to Mr. Loeb, several representatives 
happened to pass through the vffice. Mrs. 
Nation immedlately began to lecture them 
on the evils of the liquor traffic. 

‘“‘Madame,”’ broke in Secretary Loeb, “I 
am compelled to request you to discon- 
tinue your talk. If you want to deliver 
a lecture, you will have to go outside.

Make Charges Aga inst 
General. 


Washingt5n, November 19.—The inquiry 
of the senate committee on military af- 
fairs into the opposition to the confirma- 
tion of the nomination of General Leon- 
ard Wood to be major general in the 
army was begun today behind closed 
doors. Before closing the doors there were 
exchanges of opinion concerning the pro- 
priety of making the proceedings public. 
The point was raised by Senator Quarles 
and several other members of the com- 
mittee, all of them taking the position 
that as all of the business was executive 
in character the committee had no right 


|to make it public without first securing 


an order from the senate. 

Senator Scott made a plea for open ses- 
sions during the hearing, basing his cOn- 
tention on the ground of general public 
intereSt. 

‘It will all be in the evening papers 
any way,” he said, “and I think it bet- 
ter to have an authorized report than try 
to hide the proceedings.”’ 

When the doors were closed the com- 
mittee decided to proceed today in ex- 
ecutive session and that the proceedings 
will nof be made public. 

In additiédn to the members of the com- 
mittee and the newspaper men Senators 
Teller and Hanna and Major Estes G. 
Rathbone were present, the three last 
named béing prepared to present objec- 
tions to General Wood's confirmation. It 
was stated no charges had yet been filed 
against the general, but Senator Proctor, 
who presided, said he understood Major 
Rathbone would present such charges. 

At today’s session Senatcr Teller said 
he objected to General Wood lhecause of 
the injustice that was being done to the 
‘army by his promotion. 

Senator Hanna said that the action of 
General Wood tn the Rathbone case was 
of a character to show his unfitness for 
high command. Both statements were 
very general In terms. 

Senator Hanna's statement dealt espe- 
cially with his active interest in be- 
half of Mr. Rathbone, when he was un- 
der prosecution for malfeasance in office 
as director of poste for Cuba in 1900 and 
in subsequent years. He said that Gen- 
eral Wood's requirement that Rathbone 
should give a cash bond of $25,000 in 
American gold when he was first arrest- 
ed was beyond all reason, in view of the 
fact that the amount he was charged 
with misappropriating was only about 
$4,000, and he contended that a man who 
would be so unjust and so unfair under 
the circumstances should not be intrusted 
with high command. He also spoke of 
his long acquaintance with Major Rath- 
bone, and reiterated his confidence in his 
integrity. 

Senator Teller said that he had known 
Major Rathbone for many years, and 


lic and private life, he felt the mafor 
had been unjustly treated under the di- 
rections of General Wood. He then took 
up the question of the promotion of Gen- 
eral Wood, and went into details to show 
that he had been pressed forward in

Two things are accomplished. Pan- 
ama is an established and recognized 
nation. This country has entered 
into treaty relation, with it over the 
Panama canal question. The ratifi- 
cations are yet to be made, but they 
will be made and the construction of 
the canal begun promptly. 

There is nothing now to make a 
fuss about. 

The free discussion of the question 
since Panama revolted has cleared 
away many confused ideas and shown 
that the act of the United States gov- 
ernment in recognizing the new re- 
public at once and effectively has vio- 
lated no obligation of treaty or any 
duty of morality betwee . nations, 

Colombia's protest is that of the 
wolf with its leg in the trap itself 
had set for Uncle Sam. President 
Marroquin fulminates like a sleepy 
man, ignoring the facts thet Panama’s 
delegates notified him two months 
ago that the failure of the Hay-Her- 
ran treaty would be the signal for 
them to reassert their reserved right 
of independence and that his own ap- 
pointee as governor of Panama, Gen- 
eral Obaldia, said to him that in. case 
Panama should take such a step, he 
himself would cease to be a Colom- 
bian and become a Panaman solely, 
as he has since done. 

The plea of surprise wili not hold 
in this case and we doubt if Colombia 
will find one whit of sympathy for the 
plight she has brought upon herself 
by her policy of stubbornness and 
greed. 

An overhauling of the documents of 
our past dealings with Colombia un- 
der the treaty of 1846 plainly shows 
that our action in this case is. fully 

1 line with our rights and that we 
owe no apology to anybody for recog- 
nizing the assertion and creation by 
Panama of her inalienat) right to 
set up an independent government 
capable of self-maintenance. 

We rejoice particularly that the 
question is now to proceed upon 
diplomatic principles to its conclu- 
sion. In the end Panama will be an 
independent nation with world-wide 
recognition and the United States 
will possess by purchase from Panama 
and the French canal company, all 
the property and rights belonging to 
the interoceanic canal and necessary 
for its perpetual operation and own- 
ership. 

The Constitution instantly recog- 
hized the situation and its develop- 


ence in favor of the non-partisan sup- 
port of the Panaman position and the 
American opportunity created there- 
by, offering to this country the one 
thing which is of more vital import- 
ance to the south than to any other 
section of the union.

Reform the Justices’ Courts. 


duct of legal business in some justice’s 
courts should not hesitate, get fired 
and quit the track. The people of the 
city and county have taken up confi- 
dence that the present grand jury 
means business and they will be dis- 
appointed if in the end they are not 
at least fully informed of the pro- 
cesses of these minor tribunals.

by a lawyer. This is true of but few 
of them, but that few are too many. 

The lawless idea that some consta- 
bles have is that they ‘‘can do any- 
thing,” in the language of Bailiff 
Barnes. That idea in whoever harbors 
it needs prompt and severe correction. 
A bailiff cannot “do anything,” or “do” 
anybody, without due process of law 
and in a perfectly lawful manner. 
Judge Roan deserves the highest com- 
mendation itor giving that idea a 
smashing blow in a very recent case. 

The people want safe, sensible, sym- 
pathetic treatment in the justice’s 
courts and the sentiment existing in 
Atlanta, and reflected by the press of 
the state, promises that some reform 
measure to that end will go through 
the next general assembly.

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The Liqror Inspection Matter. 

The Constitution has already said 
that ft approves the measure to pro- 
vide <n inspector of liquors in Atlan- 
ta.

The Transcontinental Rates. 

It is always well to have proposi- 
tions clearly understood before the 
conflict over them begins. In The 
Constitution of yesterday we have it 
stated by authority that the transcon- 
tinental railway rates that are strang- 
ling southern industries and sucking 
our commercial blood are to be con- 
tinued. 

No reductions are to be made in 
order to foster southern’ trade 
with Pacific ports and the Orient. If 
any change is to occur it is to be 
more strongly against us than for us. 
All our enterprise, employment of cap- 
ital and increase of products are to 
be piled upon the altar of the greed 
of the transcontinental lines. 

What is the excuse? There is no 
excuse! Simply a declaration that 
our cheapness of manufacture must 
be loaded with extra freight tolls in 
order to make our prices at the Pa- 
cific ports equal to the prices demand- 
ed by our New England and northern 
competitors. That is the whole story 
in a nutshell. It admits that we can 
produce cheaper, but it announces 
that we shall not ship on equal terms 
with our competitors. It is a hold-up, 
pure and simple. 

The south has to deal principally 
with the connections made with the 
Southern and the Union Pacific rail- 
ways. These are the roads whose 
representatives say that they have 
been carrying southern goods ata 
loss. But in the American Almanac 
for 1903, in which the summary of al 
the important lines in the country fs 
made, what do we find’ Here are the 
figures:

Southern Pacific,.$48,098,027 $28,146,871 
Union Pacific .... 23,738,604 18,950,230

loss!

The Panama cana] treaty will 
be ratified and the canal built and 
then these sharks: of the transconti- 
hnental roads will be found in every 
city of the south, down on their mar- 
row bones, begging for freight at less 
than canal prices! 


Warner Miller’s Belated Yawp. 

Since Hon. Warner Miller, the Her- 
kimer “has been” of New York for the 
last fifteen years, now sees his Nica- 
raugua canal graft gone down the to- 
boggan by the new Panama situation, 
he has turned loose on abuse of the 
south. He was allowed to sit in at a 
republican dinner in New York a few 
nights ago and when called upon to 
blow into the smoke-wreathed atmos- 
phere, declared that “the southern peo- 
ple are still in a rebellious attitude 
and by limitations of the suffrage try- 
ing to nullify the corstitution of the 
United States and destroy the results 
of the war!” 

This is very interesting information 
from the man. whom the New York 
people rejected in 1888, giving their 
votes to Harrison, republican, for pres- 
ident, and Dave Hill, democrat, for 
governor, rather than to have Miller. 

It would be more interesting, how- 
ever, to have Miller get up before a 
blackboard and figure out how any 
southern laws affecting suffrage have 
nullified the constitution. When he 
tackles the hows, whens and whereins 
of that proposition he will have to 
come down to brass tacks for facts 
and not rely upon white seal cham- 
pagne for his inspiration and informa- 
tion. 

Some southern states have made 
laws that, by their operations, dis- 
franchise more blacks than whites. 
Some of those laws have been tested 
before the stpreme eourt of the Unit- 
ed States and declared not to be in 
nullification of the national constitu- 
tion. Of course, Warner Miller can 
beg leave to differ with the supreme 
court, but that makes no difference! 

The negro in the south hag had 
thirty-eight years in which to learn 
how to read and write his ballot, and 
to understand the simple provisions of 
the state constitutions under which he 
lives. How much more time must be 
given him on that account? If a Geor- 
gia negro goes to Maine and “cannot 
read the constitution and write his 
own name in English,” he cannot be 
allowed to register and vote. If he 
goes the other way to Wyoming, he 
meets the same rejection. Likewise 
in Massachusetts as in Mississippi. 

The fact is that any man is a fool 
who now gets up anywhere to mouth 
over the right of the states—any of 
them, north or south—to regulate their 
suffrage so long as they do not ex- 
pressly, or as th: lawyers say, in haec 
yerba, exclude a negre from voting 
for the sole reason that he is a ne- 


gro. 

Another fact is that the suffrage 
laws in the south will always be so 
conformed with the constitution of the 
United States as to fully meet all its 
demands and yet to keep from the bal- 
lot box the mass of ignorance and cor- 
fruption which is embodied in any 
wholesale enfranchisement of black 


| men because they are black men. 


On With the Canal. 

Editor Constitution; The writer begs 
space in your columns most heartily to 
indorse and commend the strong and 
timely editorial, “The Canal a Para- 
mount Question,” which appeared in Sun- 
day’s Constitution, 16th instant. 

Through long years, patiently, hope- 
fully, confidently, the country generally, 
the south particularly, have waited for 
the opportune hour that would guaran- 
tee either the Nicaragua or isthmian 
canal. ‘ 

A recent, and very unexpected, Occur- 
rence has made absolutely possible the 
utilization of the Panama survey. Noth- 
ing is lacking now but prompt action 
on the part of the national congress 
in confirming the treaty negotiated a day 
ago by Secretary Hay, 

As you go pertinently suggest, the ques- 
tion is in no sense a party question. It 
is a great economic question, because it 
is more closely related to the prosperity 
and the world-power-quality of the Unit- 
éd States than any issue that has com- 
manded public attention in half a cen- 
tury. 

The south is deeply interested in the 
speedy settlement of the pending question 
—in a favorable settlement of that ques- 
tion of supreme importance-—for, thus 
settled, the south will have it in her 
power, at least, to reap advantages of the 
highest character from the proposed 
greatly needed water highway of com- 
merce. 

Southern congressmen know their duty 
in this crisis. I believe they will, to a 
man, meet it promptly. Certainly, Geor- 
gia senators and representatives will be 
found at the foregront the day this 
commanding issue is to be met and wisely 
disposed of, 

I repeat, the south, above all other 
portions of this country, is profoundly 
interested in a prompt and statesman- 
like settlement of the canal question. The 
isthmian canal will touch our cotton mills 
in Georgia and the south with a new 
and oontinuing prosperity as with a 
wand. It will make easy the way to 
that ‘open door’ in the Orient, about 
which public men love sometimes to talk 
The south ought to control the cotton 
e0ods trade of China and our own “‘is- 
lands of the sea."’ She olight now to be 
cultivating that trade more assiduously 
than she is doing. There are difficui- 
ties in the way. We know that, You 
mentioned a few of them in the editorial 
already referred to. The isthmian canal 
will remove every one of these difficul- 
ties, and bid the south entég in and pos- 
sess that which belongs to the wide- 
awake and diligent among men. 

If Georgia ‘could be polied today on this 
question, the people would déclare as 
one man that there should be no unrea- 
sonable dejay in legislating finally and 
lavorably on the isthmian canal ques- 
ion.

[ENVOYS OF PANAMA MAKE 
STATEMENT OF THEIR CAUSE

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(From The New York Herald.) 


Empowered to negotiate a c-nal treaty 
between the new republic cf Panama and 
the United States, Senors Federico Boyd, 
Manuel Amador-Guerrero and Carlos C. 
Arosemena, high commissioners, arrived 
yeaterday from Colon. 

Denying intrigue with any nation in or- 
der to achieve their independence from 
Colombia, Senor Federico Boyd stated 
that they were utterly unprepared for 
war. He eloquently told of Panama’s 
decades of wrongs, the last hope of help 
to their progress destroyed by the inac- 
tivity of the Colombian congress, and 
optimistically depicted the isthmian re- 
public of the future. 

“It was a campaign of peace,” he sald, 
“in which all factions laid down their 
political animosities and joined the com- 
mon cause. 

“We had no dssurance of assistance 
from the United States, but we knew 
from the precedent established in the last 
Colombian revolution that the United 
States would not permit fighting, either 
in Panama or Colon or anywhere near 
the railroad whose traffic it guarantees 
safe conduct. 

“The movement was opposed by no one 
on the isthmus, and because of the phys- 
ical difficulties Colombia could not attack 
us from overland. We therefore had 
made no preparation for war. 

“The actual change of governments 
took place on the 8d of November, about 
half past 5 o’clock in the evening, at 
sunset. The signal was given from the 
fire department. 

Five Generals Captured. 

“Five generals and their staffs, who 
had arrived that morning from Bogota to 
put down the movement, were made pris- 
oners. They included the two Generals 
Tovar, General Castro and General 
Amaya. They were made prisoners in the 
square, the Plaza Chirique, just when 
they arrived at the entrance to the 
Quartel. 

“The people came in from the suburbs, 
the soldiers fraternized with them, and 
the generals and their staffs were march- 
ed across the city from the Quartel to the 
police station. 

“Nicaragua was the first Central Amer- 
ican republic to be heard from, and as- 
sured our government of recognition as 
soon as the United States recognizes the 
republic.’’ 

“What is the sentiment of the people of 
Panama toward the question of annexa@- 
tion to the United States?’ he was asked. 

“That is something we have not talked 
about,” he answered. “‘That may be 
something for the future—I do not know.” 


Confidence in Varilla. 

“Our minister in Washington is in per- 
fect accord with us,’’ continued Senor 
Boyd, ‘and we are positive that he will 
transmit the sentiment of our people. We 
have full confidence in him, and our com- 
ing does not in the least minimize the 
powers as minister conferred on M. 
Bunau-Varilla. 

“In answer to your interrogation as to 
why we seceded from Colombia,’ said 
the envoy, “I answer this is not a new 
idea. The independence of the isthmus 
has been in the minds of the people for 
many years, They have been waiting 
patiently to see if their righta were to 
be attended to. I never thought that the 
moment would come when an oppor- 
tunity would be given for such a step as 
this, 

“Four months ago we saw the trend of 
the current and were convinced that there 
was no hope of the canal treaty being 
ratified, owing to the continuation of the 
shortsighted policy in Bogota. Here was 
slipping a@way the last chance we had 
to improve our position and give us the 
progress We demanded. Then we planned 
and worked out the scheme that we car- 
ried into execution on November 4. We 
arranged like clockwork the event to 
take pluce as svon as congress adjourned 
at Bogota, and our last hope was buried. 
Great Secrecy Maintained. 

“With great secrecy the movement was 
guarded, although in the movement ail 
parties were represented: Prominent men 
of all classes, irrespective of their prev- 
fous political affiliation, were enrolled. 


Liberal, conservative, poor and rich, were 
there. 

“As a result, there was not a dissenting 
voice. It was Panamanan throughout; 
no outside elements; an uprising of the 
people. With pride we point to the fact 
that not a drop of blood has been shed, 
which would have been ‘possible had 
not all of the provinces given us their 
undivided support. 

“When the declaration of independence 
Was promulgated all joined in the festal 
celebration, until we were obliged to call a 
hait so that business might be con- 
ducted. 

“What caused all this? Our grievances 
were immense and a!most impossible to 
be detailed. The isthmus has produced a 
revenue of millions upon millions of dol- 
lars since 1821; when of its own right 
as a sovereign state Panama joined with 
the United States of Colombia. 

Bogota Grabbed All. 

“There was the railroad contract begun 
in 1855, with the first payment for the 
concession and then the annual tax, 
now amounting to $250,000 a year. Every 
cent of this goes to Bogota. Whatever 
was obtained from the first canai con- 
tract twenty years ago and the subse- 
quent many extensions—and there were 
large sums paid, in the millions—went 
to the home government. We nevir saw 
a cent or the dust of it. 

“Other monopolies-—of pearl fishing, ice- 
making, cattle s:aughtering, stamps—all 
went to Bogota. 

“Our return? Nothing. No schoois, the 
same municipal hall, penitentiary, pave- 
ments in the streets, and little roads out 
,into the province, as left to us by Spain 
eighty years ago. Not an institution for 
the deaf and dumb, the insane and others 
publicly dependent, like al) civilized coun- 
tries maintain today. 

‘Whatever is seen modern in Panama is 
the result ef private subscription and the 
mild system of local municipal taxation. 

“But all these would have been forgiven 
if they had carried out the provisions of 
the canal treaty. We would have been 
content to allow them to take everything 
and we would make the improvements 
and open the doors of progress for our 
children and our families. 

Have New Ideas. 

“The new government starts out with 
new ideas. We will take away the mo- 
nopolies and cancel them. We will estab- 
lish a fixed ratio of exchange, as now 
successful in Ecuador and Peru—a ratio 
between gold and silver of 100 per cent 
with silver of reputable fineness, It is 
now 170 in Panama. This would cheapen 
the cost of ifving and help the poorer 
classes. We wil] make Panama a winter 
resort for Americans by making its san- 
itary conditions perfect. 

“There is thd™ greatest harmony there 
between church and state, and Bishop 
Junquito sent us a telegram of congratu- 
jations upon the birth of the repubtiic. 
The clergy is in accord with the people. 

“Last, but not least, there will be public 
schools, graded as are now American 
schools. with a libera] education, so that 
our young men may continue their studies 
in the American colleges. 

“Colombia did not allow us to go on at 
the pace that our position demanded, and 
we are sure that all of the South Amer-

facts.”’ 
Flying First Flag. 

The commission arrived on the cteam- 
ship City of Washington from Colon yes- 
terday. Fiying from the fore truck of 
the vessel was the first flag made in the 
new republic of Panama. 

Steam craft tooted their salute to its 
red, white and blue fields and two stars, 
and ag the revenue cutter drew alongside 
customs officers, as well as a welcoming 
delegation, bared their heads to hanor the 
emblem of the new nation and the three 
envoys who had come to represent it. 

Federico Boyd, a member of the trium- 
virate governing the new republic; Dr. 
Manuel Amador-Guerrero, father of the 
minister of finance of Panama; and Car- 
los Arosemena, secretary of the legation 
established at Washington, composed the 
party, which after ‘ts arrival here took 
up quarters in the Fifth Avenue hotel, 
where it will remain several days tefore 
going to Washington, 
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D. FP. West, of Dallas, Tex., spent yes- 
terday at the Piedmont. In speaking of 


Texas he said; 

‘With the exception of the boll weevil 
ravages in some sections of our state 
this has been one of the best years in 
the history of Texas, 

“The grain crop was never better. There 
is abundance of corn, oats and wheat to 
supply all local demands with a hand- 
some surplus for the outside market. 

“Texas shipped this season about two 
thousand car loads of watermelons, can- 
teulopes and vegetables to the east, and 
is now harvesting a magnificent crop of 
rice and sugar cane. 

“The cattle on the western Texas 
ranches are all fat and in first-class con- 
dition for the winter. Abundant autumn 
rains have given fresh «rowth to the 
grass and supplied the necessary water, 
thus insuring splendid grazing. facilities 
for the ranchmen., 

“Bverything in the Lone Star State 
has the appearance of business, life and 
prosperity. Texas may be said to be on 
a boom anyway. What we need out 
there above everything else is more peo- 
ple to utilize the rich land and develop 
the matchless southwestern part of the 
state. The resources and industrial pos- 
sibilities of Texas are unsurpassed by any 
country in the world, and men from 
all sections are fast realizing this fact. 

‘The Southern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany is pringing great colonies of indus- 
trious, thrifty farmers to Texas now and 
settling them on the rice and suger lands 
in the southern part of the state.

All Atlanta went shivering with the 
cold yesterday, especially those who rode 
in the trolley*cars. From early morn- 
ing until late at night the population gen- 
erally joined in one great protest against 
the coldness of the street cars, and the 
fact that once inside these vehicles it 
was necessary to keep beating one’s ears 
and stamping one's feet and doing acro- 
batic stunts generally to keep the blood 
in circulation that threatened almost with 
every sweep of cold air to congeal. 

The poor conductors, who have hardly 
stOpped answering questions about the 
new routes as necessitated by the changes 
on Peachtree street, were confronted with 
a stil! harder proposition in trying to 
explain why the cars were not heated. 
One conductor, upon being asked when 
the heat would be turned on, remarked, 
nalvely, that it would probably be after 
the public had registered a good and suffi- 


cient number of kicks about the mat- 
ter, 

“And,” he continued, “I hope that 
every One gets busy right away. for we 
conductors are fairly freezing to death.” 

The weather reporter called up the

The Weather Situation. 

Here is the technieal side of the 
weather story as learned in the office 
of LOcal Forecaster Marbury: 

According to the weather map yester- 
day, the following conditions existed 
throughout the country. The crest of the 
caid wave passed over this section early 
yesterday morning, reducing the temper- 
ature in Atlanta to !18 degrees. The 
center of highest air pressure is still west 
of the city, but the temperature has be- 
gun to rise at most stations west of the 
Mississippi river. 

The most marked falls in tempera- 
ture during the last twenty-four hours 
occurred in the east and southeast. 
Freezing temperature reached the guif 
coast of Louisiana and Alabama, and 
entered northwest Florida, with killing 
frost at Jacksonville. 

The pressure is decreasing rapidly in the 
west and northwest with a ‘‘low’’ central 
in Oregon. Cloudy weather prevails in 
the extreme wesi and northwest with 
snow in Washington and rain in Cali- 
fornia and Oregon

It 
was reported that in some cases hot 
water bottles were used, but in most 
instances goodly citizens climbed in be- 
tween the covers to find the sheets con- 
siderably lower in temperature than the 
official figures of the weather bureau 

There was a good deal of talk on the 
streets about the likelihood of snow, but 
Forecaster Marbury stated that there 
were absolutely no indications of any 
such thing. The wind blew during the 
day sometimes at the rate of 8 miles an 
hour. The coldest day in November for 
the past twenty-six years Was the 2Ist 
of the month, in 1887. Perhaps the hot- 
test day on record may be comforting 
just at this time. It was July 19, 1887, 
when the mercury soared up 100 degrees. 

The maximum temperature was reached 
at noon yesterday when 34 degrees was 
recorded. At 6 o’clock fin the morning 
18 degrees was recorded as the minimum. 
The average temperature was 26 degrees, 
23 degrees lower than the normal for 


November 19.

UNITARIANISM 
IS MADE CLEAR 


Brief Paper. on the Prom- 
ise of Char- 


ity. 


At the closing seSsion of the confeér- 
ence of southern Unitarian churches Rev. 
Albert L. Soule, of New Orleans, was 
chosen president of fhe conference for the 
ensuing year. Rev. C. A. Langston, pas- 
tor of the church in this city, was Te- 
elected secretary. The Soufhern Asso- 
ciate Alliance also held its annual elec- 
tions at the same time and place with 
the result that Mrs. C. A. Langston was 
elected for president and Mrs. Charles 
Behre for secretary. Both these ladies 
have held their places before and have 
made acceptable and capable officers, 

Charleston, S. C., was selecfed as the 
next place for the conference. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the conference was a brief statement by 
Rev. W. H. Ramsay, of Louisville, Ky., 
on “The Promise of Unitarian Chris- 
tianity.”" The claim of Unitarianism is 
set forth briefly and simply and as pre- 
sented by Dr. Ramsay created a deep im- 
pression. He said: 

“Our claim is that our religion is the 
religion of Jesus when divested of all 
the theological, ecclesiastical and tradi- 
tional accretions that the ages have added 
to it, and which have obscured its glory 
and beauty. This religion assumes that 
all men by virtue of their spiritual] na- 
ture are sons of God; and have in con- 
sequence @ capacity and promise of end- 
less and glorious spiritual unfoldment. 

‘We are bold to affirm that every, soul 
may have free access for itself to the 
presence of the Father—the Eternal Foun- 
tain of Spiritual Life and power and joy. 
The message of Christ, and our message, 
is primarily to thé individual, and to the 
individual in this life. 

“It is a daring faith in the presence of 
much in human life that seems to contra- 
dict it. But it is justified on the whole, 
and in the long run by its fruits. 

“When men have to know themselves 
as sons of God, when they really belleve 
in the divinity of their own souls, their 
lives are transformed, uplifted, florified, 
and life becomes divine. Our primary 
duty is to present this to men with a sim- 
plicity and power, and demonstration of 
the spirit that men will believe it, and 
act upon and rejoice in it. It makes all 
life sweet and. clean and Strong and fills 
it with joy. This is the promise of our 
faith to the individual. 
all intellectual problems for us; Dut it 
will and does bring strength to bear and 
to work, and it lights the path of man 
through the darkest passes of sorrow and 
trial and tragedy that he is called upon 
to go through. 

“The promise of our faith is also that 
of a new and higher order of society. 
When the spirit of divine love and broth- 
erhood pervades the lives of men they 
will unite to make this world better. All 
the relations of life will be pervaded by 
this spirit. 

“The kingdom of heaven will come to 
faith. That kingdom for which we have 
prayed so long. Men will unite their 
spirits to bring that kingdom to earth. 
Its spirit will influence men, and lead 
them to treat all other men as c0-equal 
brothers. All kinds of injustice will per- 
{sh in its presence. The. “Golden Rule” 
will be the rule of common life. 

“No man with the spirit of love to God 
and man in Him will rest content when 
there are wrongs to be righted, and hu- 
man brothers to be uplifted and redeemed.

Philadelphia, November 19.—Charity 
workers from various sections of the 
country met here today to discuss ways 
and means of dealing with tramps and 
mendicants. Superintendent of Poligse 
Bradley, who is in charge of the force 
employed to guard the lines of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad west of Pittsburg, was 
one of the principal speakers. He gaid 
there were 150,000 tramps in the coun- 
try, of whom there are three classes: 

The local riders, who live. on the line 
and when they get out of work try their 
luck in the next town; the professional] 
tramp who won’t work, but has no harm 
in him, and the “‘yeggemen,” or escap- 
ed and discharged convicts, who would 
not stop at murder to accomplish their 
ends.

HAS FINE CHANCE 


Georgia Has Weaknesses 
Which May End Dis- 
astrously, 


“Who will win the Georgia-Auburn foot- 
ball game Thanksgiving day?’ 

“Why, Georgia, of course.” 

Such is the opinion freely expressed on 
every street corner in Atlanta today and 
the great majority of football followers 
are confident that Auburn's last chance 
has gone glimmering, and that this team 
of Alabama football warriors will come 
to the city on Thanksgiving for the pur- 
pose of mainly drawing their share of the 
gate receipts and not to win the Jast 
game of the season. 

Still there are sOme few who watched 
the work of football teams for many 
years who are not so certain that a 
Georgia victory is predestined and they 
expect a good hard game and many sur- 
prises before seventy minutes of play 
have come and gone, for Auburn has 
never gone into this game in a half- 
hearted manner. 

It is true enough that Sewanee crushed 
her hopes by an overwhelming score, 
true enough that the championship of 
Alabama was wrested from her control 
by the University of Alabama, and true 
enough that luck only gave her victory in 
her recent game with the Tech, but still 
it must be remembered that none of 
these games were Thanksgiving day con- 
tests, and none were played against her 
deadliest rival, Georgia, with the inspira- 
tion of an audience of 8,000 people, 
cheered on by hundreds of her own cadets 
and encouraged by the presence of thou- 
sands of supporters decked with: her col- 
ors, and playing beneath the eyes of old 
Auburn football players. When this scene 
presents itself the knowledge of her 
weakness will be the one force which will 
make her players desperate and willing 
to do anything to win. 

And Georgia has not accomplished s0 
much this season. She has beaten Ten- 
nessee, but the memory of this victory 
ig buried beneath the scores piled up by 
Clemson, South Carolina and Vanderbilt, 
to which within the last week is added 
Inglorious defeat by the Savannah Ath- 
lectic Club, caused in a large measure by 
the bad judgment of her own captain and 
the dilatory work of the entire team. 


Georgia in Savannah. 
“Why, said an old Georgia man, “every 
now and then the players went behind 
the line and held little pow wows.” And 
the same thing was equally true of Geor- 
gia in the Vanderbilt and Tech games. 
Nor did Georgia lose this game by any 
streak of luck. She lost because she met 
a better team, one which outplayed her, 
outgeneraled her and outclassed her. With 
@ little practice the Savannah team could 
whip anything in the south. Their forma- 
tions were good, their men athletes who 
had either played on college teams in 
the years past or had played football in 
Savannah for the last twelve years. They 
knew just as much football as Georgia 
knew and played it far better. They were 
heavier and older and made the Georgia 
eleven look like a lot of boys playing 
against men, a prep team playing against 
a college eleven. The Georgia line gave 
Way at nearly every attack, Georgia 
men being unable to stop the attack. And 
On the other hand the Georgians were un- 
able to break through with any degree 
of certainty. 
Ketron’s Poor Judgment. 

And to these disadvantages was added 
the bad judgment of Ketron, captain of 
the team. As a player Ketron Is a good 
man, but in this game he showed his in- 
ability to judge what kind of play was 
best. Woodruff, one of the best little 
quarters who has ever played on the 
Georgia team, was alternating his plays 
tackles right and left and without a 
fumble with a persistency and constancy 
which had not distinguished Georgia's 
play in any previous game of the season. 
Five times these plays had been tried 
and the Georgia team had swept down the 
field for 25 yards. Once more Woodruff 
called hig play, but Ketron demurred 
and ordered the quarterback trick play. 
It was tried and proved an absolute fail- 
ure, Harmon nailing his man without a 
yard of gain. 

In this game, too, Ketron met his match 
in playing. Rossiter, the Savannah tackle, 
is said to have played rings, around his 
opponent and only once was Ketron able 
to smash through the line. Dilatory tac- 
tics distinguished the work of Sullivan, 
as well as that of the other men. Sulli- 
van is a good man, but he showed up to 
poor advantage in this game. He must 
put a jittle more life in his work, get 
down the field faster and put his whole 
soul tn his work. 

As a whole the team has shOwn con- 
siderable improvement since the game. 
with Clemson, but the men are still green 
and do not know as much football as they 
are credited with knowing. 

The Auburn-Georgia game is not yet 
played, and until the last play is called 
and the referee's whistle ends the con- 
test the result will be in doubt.
